Starring Lucie Arnaz, Lucille Ball’s daughter in the “I Love 
Lucy” show; Lyle Waggoner, formerly of the “Carol Burnett 
Show”: Tommy Tune, a choreographer and dancer who has 
starred in such films as “Hello Dolly” and the Rhodes Kids, a 
musical family along the lines of the Osmond Brottiers, the 
television special is set to be aired Sunday evening, March 23, 
on the Wonderful World of Disney. 





EYES & EARS visited Dick Orr, Manager of the Entertain- 
ment Division, to get a sneak preview of the special. 

“The title given the production right now is ‘Journey to 
Space Mountain.’ In it you follow Lucie, Lyle and Tommy 
to Space Mountain during the dedication ceremonies in 
Tomorrowland,” Dick told us. 

A quick look through the script revealed the story line. 
The musical special opens with our three stars arriving in Walt 
Disney World and each checking into a resort area... Lucie 
into the Polynesian Village, Lyle in the Contemporary Resort 
and Tommy in Fort Wilderness. They each travel to Main 
Street in the Magic Kingdom and meet to begin their journey. 
From there you are whisked around Walt Disney World in 
various musical productions as they visit the Theme Park, 
play in our Resorts, perform in a Caribbean Party, witness the 
Grand Opening ceremonies of Space Mountain and finally 
ride our newest action attraction.

But you can see all of this for yourself next month, so we 
wanted to give you a peek “behind the scenes” to let you 
better understand what goes into the filming of a television 
special. 

“About one and a half weeks before filming was to begin, 
we received a list of props needed for the production. It in- 
cluded a taxi, a Rolls Royce, special luggage for the stars, new 
signs for many of our areas, a Gucci leather bag and other hard 
to find items. Why, we had to go to St. Petersburg for the 
Rolls and we found that Gucci bags are not sold in Florida. 
But after extensive searching, we came up with a similar bag 
only one day before filming was to begin.” 

Dick went on to say, “We had to rent a number of Winne- 
bago campers to be used as mobile dressing rooms, makeup 
and wardrobe facilities. Food Division had to supply a Pargo 
Cart stocked with snacks to follow the film crew around and 
Photography Department had to shoot over 200 slides of 
Tomorrowland in only a few days.” 





“The filming was quite a test of the flexibility of our divi- 
sions and departments here. One morning we called Food 
Division six times to change a luncheon schedule. You have 
to be flexible and patient when working with film.” 

“One example of why you have to be patient is that to 
film a four and one half minute opening song, ‘It’s Not Where 
You Start, It’s Where You Finish,’ it took the crew about four 
days to shoot the many segments which make it up,” Dick 
Said. 

“ Journey to Space Mountain” sounds like it’s going to be 
quite a show, especially since it was filmed right here at Walt 
Disney World. So don’t forget March 23 and tune in for an 
hour of enjoyable entertainment.
